Witnetmsnone, Dec. 7.—The general im- 
}ression prevails that ihe prospects for the 
restoration of the Emperor are steadily im- 
proving. An argument in favor of his restora- 
lion is the ruinong consequences to many 
poverty-stricken se¢tions of Germany in case 
of a much longer protraction of the war. 

It was asserted yqsterday that an autograph 
letter arrived from Emperor Alexander to 

Napoleon. Havirg had an opportunity of 
looking at the Emperor’s forthcoming pamph- 
Jet on the relations between France and 
Germany, by Marquis De Gricourt, chosen by 
the Emperor as the supposed author, I send 
vou a few extracts urder the chapter headed 
+1 856."? 

Sut it was rotonly England’s and Rus- 
tia’s fmendship which, by sincere, open-heart- 
ed action, the Emperor had gained in 1355, it 
was also the gratitude of Prussia, through the 
readinces with which she complied with the 
Wishes of her King. Only the bel- 
Jigerent powers, Russia, England, France, 
Turkey and Piedmont had been called to 
mget at Paris in congress. The King of 
Prussia felt hurt in the highest degree. He 
bad not been invited to join the conference 
which was to secure the peace of Europe. 
Engiand had opposed his admission energeti- 
cally. She was extremely nettled at the politi- 
cal course of the Berlin Cabinet, which during 
the entire campaign never concealed its sym- 
pathies for Russia. The brother of the pres- 
ent King Frederick William wrote a letter to 


the Emperor Napoleon, in which he reflected 


On the ceep grief experienced by him at the 
€xciusion, which be viewed as equal to insult, 
die contided fully im the justice and 
friendship of Napoleon. He requested 
himto remove England’s opposition, and 
zdced that he would be bappy and thank him 
fcr bis admission to the Congress, consider- 
ing it asaservice personally rendered for 
Which he would always be grateful, In 1866 
tke Prussian ambassador at Paris, Count Von 
Der Goldt was commissioned to sound the 
intentions of Europe, and several conversa- 
tions concerning this matter took place in 
the beginuing of 1856. The King of Prussia 

in his own band to Napoleon to tell 
liim that, in view of events, he had in- 
etrucied ambassador to lesra the 
Emperor's intentions and arrive 
at an understanding. The Emperor then re- 
plied to the King that it was difficult to tore- 
Eee the results of the outbreak, but that both 
BOvVerecigus had made calculations upon their 
reciprocal bona fide mutual wish to preserve 
under all ‘circumstances the most 
friendiy relations. Negotiations nevertheless 
continued ané France declared neutrality 
This neutrality, so favorable to Prussia, a 
mitted her to commence the campaign at that 
epoch. The confidence in Berlin respecting 
the kind feeling of France was s0 strong that 
Bismarck remarked to Benedetti: Our trust 
in your Government is so firm that we have 
rota single soldier left on the bank of the 
Rhine.”

» Desperate Condition of Affairs. 

Loxpo™, Dec. 9 —A correspondent tele- 
craphs from Tours on the 7th that the Gov- 
ernment states that the army of the Loire is 
at its oid quarters, but the locality is not 
given, Despair bas seized some h and 
tbe spirits of others have risen to meet the 
desperate condition o1 affairs. The Govern- 
meut declares that its reverses were only of 
temporary importance. Many railway trains 

loaded with cattle, sheep and provisions had 
been corcentrated near Orleans for the succor 

of Paris. They were all saved. Most of the 
guus taken by the Prussians were mounted 
wavy pieces. ‘The evacuation of Orleans 
was caused by the demoralization of 
some pew Freuch troops and the mistaken 
strategy and indecision of General D’ Aurelles 
DePaladines, who allowed two corps to be 
overwhelmed by the whole Prussian army, 
altbough he had two huadred thousand men 
within reach. Official returns state that the 
army of the Loire consisted of three hundred 
thousand men, with one thousand guns. In 
ibe engagements of the third and fourth only 
tixty thousand French fought against one 
hundred and fifty thousand Germans. The 
plan oj the campaign was devised by Gam- 
betia, eided by Deverre, a young officer of 
engineers, and was either not carried out by 
D'Aurelles or the plan itself was fatally er. 
yoncous.

Lonpox, Dec. 7-—Mr. Allen writes me 
from St. Petersburg on the 2d inst: Warlike 
feeling is prevailiog over the whole Empire.

SAN DOMINGO, 

WasHINGTON, Dec. 9—The San Domingo 
question came up again to-day before the 
Senate in the shape of an elaborate resolution, 
prepared by Mr. Sumner and objected to by 
Mr. Conkling, calling on the President for 
all the information in his possession relative 
to the annexation of San Domingo island, and 
as to whether any foreign power desires to 
obtain possession of it. It may be mentioned 
here that the Haytien Minister intends to for- 
mally protest against the scheme at the 
proper time, avd will accompany it with some 
facts which will probably satisfy the country, 
if they do not the Administration, of the im- 
propr.ety of the purchase of that island. 
The Minister bas no idea that any foreign 
power is c¢ndeavoring to get possession of 
either Hasti or San Domingo. 

ADMIRAL PORTER. 

The Senate Navai Committee, at their meet- 
ing this morning, agreed to report in favor of 
the confirmation of Admiral Porter. In the 
exccutive session the nomination was laid 
over for further action, Senators bave an in- 
timation tbat the President disires it con- 
firmed. 

THE ELECTION LAW. 

The Judiciary Committee of the House at 
their next meeting will be called on to de- 
cide a bill before them to repeal the act of 
last session entitied an act to enforce the 
rights of citizens of the United States to vote 
in the several States, better kuown as the 
Congressional election law. It is said that 
three members of the committee, and, possi 
bly, four, are in favor of the repeal.

THE RAILROAD BONDS. 

A bill bas been introduced and referred in 
the House declaring in effect that the Governa- 
ment shal] havea lien on the Jands of the Pa- 
cific Kailroad for the amount of all accrued 
and unpeid interest on the bonds Issued by 
the Government to said roads. It is thought 
that this kind of legtelation wif compe: 
roads to pay their interest as it fulls due. 
Two million dojlars now remain unpaid, which 
isabout equally divided between the Union 
and Central Pacific Companies. The interest 
on these bonds paid by the United States in 
the way of travsportation, mails, &c., exceeds 
siX millious of dollars, 

THE RAILROAD DIVERSION. 

The memorial of the Board of Trade of Da- 
buque referred to the Senate Pacitic Railroad 
Committee to day represents that the north- 
ern branch of the Union Pacitic railroad was 
diverted trom tae line contemplated by Con- 
gress at the time of the passage of the law on 
bat subject; that a very jarge district of coun- 
try jying between the Union Pacific railroad 
@d the supposed track of the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad will be entirely destitute of ratl- 
road facilities; that this is a very valuable ter- 
ritory, bearing immense forests of timber and 
great deposits of coal and other minerals of 
great value, and they deem that it will ad- 
vance the interests of the country very much 
if anotber road should be constructed between 
the line of the two roads named, and they 
pray that a grant of land be made to facilitate 
that object. 

A RUSH ON DELANO. 

Since Delano has been appointed Secretary 
of the Interior there have been five hundred 
applications filed for positions in his depart- 
ment, all duly indorsed and backed. These, 
acded to the several thousand applications 
placed on file in that department under Cox, 
make @ total more calculated to excite despair 
than to inspire hope in the minds of olfice- 
seekets, 

THE SITUATION AT THE CAPITOL 
seems to the Republicans are still 
without a programme; that they have not 
agreed what measures are to be put in the 
foreground, and still are agreed Oa the 
principi¢s of the messures which are to be 
the topigs of the sesrion.

C USTOM-HOUSE FRAUDS AT NEW ORLEANS. 


New YorK, Dec. 9.—A correspondent writes 
from New Orleans on the 2d, that on that 
morning, in the United States Court, Judge 
Dureil presiding, the United States District 
Attorney, J. K. Beckwith, called up the case 

of Perry Fuller, ex-Collector of New Orleans, 
against whom unineteéw.dedictments had 
been found by the grand jury for fraudulent 
entries of sugar and coflee during his term of 
office, the “civ cares tried last year 
resulting jo every case in a 

dict of opfiseation against the 
signees, August E. Coutourie & Co, 
whole amount involved was some millions of 
dollars. The cases since haye been compro- 
mised in Washirgton by the payment of the 
duties, but the criminal charges against the 
officers of customs, through whose active 
convivance the frauds were perpetrated, re- 
mained on tbe docket. The United States 
District Attorney endeavored to bring these 
to an issue. The result is. that Perry 
Fuller has been called twice en his 
bond, and failed to appear. His sureties, 
Alexander M. McDonald, United States 
Senator from Arkansas, and E. G. Ross, 
United States Senator from Kansas, were 
then caled upon to bring the body of Perry 
Fuller into court. ‘They failed to make an- 
swer. Distcict Attorney Beckwith moved 
for an alias capias, stating that the bonds 
were taken in Washington, and seemed to be 
very iniperfect, if not worthless An order 
Was made, ‘addy Thompson, against 
whom indictmonts of a similar character 
had been found, was then calied on his bail 
and also failed to appear. District Attor- 
ney Beckwith stated that the bond of the 
accused had been stolen at Memphis. 
Thompsen bad been several times arrested at 
Memphis, pear which city be has a mag- 
uificent plantation, but has always been re- 
leased by obliging the courts with writs of 
hsbeas corpus. The correspondent, after 
citing one of the thirteen cases found against 
Perry Fuller and ossociates, to illustrate the 
heious pature of the charges, says the pros- 
ecution of these cases in the civil courts cost 
the government at least one hundred thousand 
doilars, and, ufter confiscation had been

municipal taxation levied on nou resident 
traders, and that the Secre‘ary be directed to 
forward to State Legis latures, and to Boards 
of Commerce such 
tex laws, and that they bo requested to urge 
the repeal of said laws at as early a day as 
possibile. Adopted. 

The action of the Executive Council, re'at- 
ing to the selection of St. Louis as the next 
place of meeting, was indorsed by the Board. 

The next quesiion related to the eatablish- 
ment of a department of commerce, and the 
Board reaffirmed its action of last year, re- 
commending the organization of such a de- 
partmeut by the General Government, 

The Board then passed resoiutions approv- 
ing: the recommendation of the Postmaster 
General favoring the immediate and uncondi- 
tional abolichment of the franking privilege. 

The debate ansing on this question was 
ably conducted by arguments pro and con, 
being advanced by delegates from different 
sections of the country. 

A long discussion followed on the proposi- 
tion from the Newark Board of Trade dis- 
countenancing the granting of public lands to 
railroad and ofher corporations. 

A substitute was adopted in favor of auch 
grepts in special cases under stringent restric- 
tions, but this failed to receive two-thirds 
votes on its final passage and was therefore 
lost. Several propositions relating to the

A resolution was adopted looking to 
uniformity in the appraieal of goods and levy- 
ing of duties in the several districts of the 
United States.

THE CIRCUIT COURT. 


The Coe of the Commonwealth 
Against George Onmacht, Charged 
with Mahiciousiy Wounding 
John Houfnaglie—His Libel 
Salt Against the Courier- 
Jouraai Compary. 


SENT TO PRISON. 


Oo the evening of the 9th of August last Geo. 
Onmacht, plainttfi in the Civil and defendant in 
the Criminal Court, became engaged ina difii- 
culty with Joho Houfnagel in the back yard of a 
house in the alley between Clay and Shelby and 
Main and Market streets. During the rencounter 
Onmacht seized a large meat knife and inflicted a 
serious stab in the thigh of Heufnagel, for which 
he was immediately arrested and placed in po- 
lice station No.1 by Officer Forman. Among the 
crowd drawn to the spot by the difficulty was a 
woman who declared that On macht two or three 
nights before had murdered his wife at the same 
place. This statement caused the officers to in- 
vestigate matters to see if any trace could be 
found of the murdered wife. This statement was 
taken by our reporter as a street rumor which 
had been circulated in the neighborhood until it 
had occasioned much comment and conjecture; 
and in the issue of the COURIER-JOURNAL of the 
day following the facts connected with the cut- 
ting of Houfnagel were given, and, in connec- 
tion with them, the statement of the woman was 
referred to as follows: 

MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR—A MAN ACCUSED OF MURDER- 
ING HIS WIFE AND BURYING HER BODY IN THE 
BACK YARD. 

Yesterday afternoon about ‘tx o’clock George 
Ohnmacbt engaged in a difficulty with Jobn 
Haufnegel-in the back yard of a house owned 

olf, of Mt. Washington, which is on the 
between Clay and Shelby and Main and 

Market. After the men had parsed a few biows, 

the former sejzed a larme-meat knite and io- 

flicted a serious stab in the thigh of Haufnage!l. 

Officer Forman arrested th» offender and put him 

in police station No. 1. Dr. Kern dressed the 

wounds of Haufmagel, ana when we left the 
scene be was doing very well. The occurrence 
crew a large crowd of people to tne spot, 

among Whom was a woman who declared that 

Ohnmacst, about three pights since, murdered 

his wife at the same place, and deposited her re- 
mains romewhere on the premises. Thissiogular 
and bortiole information caused the officers to 
look aroun’ the place to see if any trace of such 
a deed was visible. Ihe wife of the man was not 
about, but there were two small children tn bis 
room, whoap oO be in great trouble, and 
were crying as if their be irts would break. When 
questioned about the whereaoouts of their 
mother, the little ones said th+y did not know 
where ebe was, ana no information could be de- 
rived trom the other occupants of the bouse as to 
where she was. Upon furtherinquiry rewarding 
the rumor of the murder of the woman, we found 
that it was currentamong people in the neigh- 
bothood and that on the night fo question loud 
and prolonged screams were heard in the house; 
yet strange to say none of the immediate neizh- 
bors knew anything about it. The cellar and 
vara were searched for a piece toat looked like it 
had been disturbed for a vrave, but pone could 
be found, and ic Is thought that ifthe woman was 
murdered she was tbrown into the vaulk. Tse 
affair is certainiv a mys'erious one, and,if tne 
women is not insene, should be investigated, 

The rumor wes of such peculiar character tha' 
it at orce exercised the vigilance of the police, 
who mace diligent inquiry intoit. This inquiry 
resuited in the comple‘e vindicition of Onmacht 
so far asthe chatge of murder was concerned, 
whicb, tt was show?>, eXisted only In the vaga- 
ries of a partially insane creature, whieh latier 
fact, in justice to the public,as well as to Mr. 
Onmacht, this paper nuoticed tn its very next 
issue—the L[l.b of August,

established (it least to the satisfaction of Hauf- 
nage!)
